You can’t trust a Communist! Stalin himself said ““Words have no relation to actions. Other- 
wise, what kind of diplomacy is it? Words are one thing, action is another. Good words are a mask 
for concealment of bad deeds. Since diplomacy is no more possible than dry water or wooden iron.” 
Stalin bluntly told us that the Kremlin does not believe that there is such a thing as sincere diplo- 
macy. Why then, do our government leaders persist in fawning over Communist leader Khrushchev 
and hail summit conferences with him as a great diplomatic victory? 


The first Soviet Ambassador to this country, Litvinov, said, “You know our principal promises 
that we make to capitalist countries are not binding. Thanks to similar agreements, we succeeded in 
putting France and Poland off-guard, and we shall catch them (The Free World) napping.” Negotia- 
tions, summit conferences, diplomatic exchanges with Communism have resulted only in victories for 
the Communists. 


Mr. Roosevelt recognized Russia in 1933 and and one-half the world went Communist. If Mr. 
Kennedy is persuaded by his liberal associates such as Chester Bowles, Edward R. Murrow, and Dean 
Rusk to recognize Communist China in 1961, we cannot keep the other half of the world from going 
Communist. The beginning of the end for the United States would be diplomatic exchange with Com- 
munist China and admission of Communist China into the United Nations. 


J. Edgar Hoover says that 85% of the Russian delegations and Communist satellite delegations 
to the United Nations and to their various embassies and consulates scattered throughout the United 
States are espionage agents and spies sent here to actively work for the overthrow of our government. 


It is beyond me how we can justify remaining in the United Nations when it is apparent that 
no conceivable good comes out of our association with this conglomeration of free men and dictators. 
We should either reorganize the United Nations against godless Communism, excluding the Commun- 








ist dictators, or we should pull out of the United Na- 
tions and kick the nest of spies and saboteurs out into 
the middle of the Atlantic Ocean. In connection with 
this, we must break off diplomatic relationship with 
the Soviet Union and every Communist satellite and 
free our land of these subversive elements. 


We went the second mile with Russia in 1945 
by allying, at their insistence, with them in the United 
Nations organization. There were only 250 million 
people living under Communism when the U.N. was 
formed in San Francisco that year. Today, one billion 
people live under godless anti-Christ Communism. Have 
the diplomatic chambers of the United Nations stopped 
the aggressive march of Communist dictators? No! 
Have our summit conferences with the Soviet Union 
stalled Communist aggression or liberated enslaved 
people under Communism? No! I'll tell you what it 
has done. Our relationship on a diplomatic level with 
the Soviet Union and Communist satellites has given 
unnecessary recognition to these Communist tyrants, 
and has enabled them to carry on their psychological 
warfare against the free world and free men, at our 
expense. Also, it has tied our hands with diplomatic 
agreements preventing us from aiding those countries 
being gobbled up by Communism. As a result of our 
alliances with Russia, we have had to turn a deaf ear 
to the Macedonian cry of the people of Tibet, Laos, 
Hungary, Poland, East Germany, as their lives are be- 
ing snuffed out with the darkness of international Com- 
munism. But, have we learned our lesson? Do we now 
have the nerve and courage to stand up and confess 
that the United Nations has been a hoax, a damning 
yoke for the free world, and a source of subversion for 
the United States? No! We throw good money after 
bad, and continue to make the same mistakes. 


Our insistence on financing Communist countries 
is a case in point. For instance, we have now given 
Communist Tito and Communist Yugoslavia two and 
one-half billion dollars in foreign aid, of which a good 
portion of that amount was jet aircraft made in the 
United States for our own defense and then sent to an 
enemy nation. How stupid can we get? 


Last Christmas, in his annual address before the 
Yugoslav parliament, Tito denounced the United States, 
and for all intents and purposes, announced his inten- 
tion to side with the Soviet Union when this cold war 
becomes a hot war. Yet, in spite of this repudiation of 
us, three days later, our government announced that we 
were sending, along with six other Western nations, 
two hundred million dollars cash to Communist Tito 
and Communist Yugoslavia, of which one hundred mil- 
lion dollars came from the United States. 


On Thursday, June 29, this year, George Weller, 
of the Chicago News World Service reporting from 
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Belgrade, Yugoslavia, wrote, “The dust has settled and 
the grim look is gone. Tito has made it. Yugoslavia is 
riding high on a boom so powerful the Communist econ- 
omists are trying to reign it back. Its rate of growth 
rolled to an unbelivable 11% last year, as compared 
to a 3% for the United States. The United States has 
contributed, through loans and grants about 2.5 bil- 
lion dollars to this enterprise. Tito, anxious to be the 
most successful socialist, as he is, says nothing what- 
ever about this help.” 


We have continued giving this aid to Communist 
Tito, knowing that it is building him up to become a 
major force in the Communist world, knowing that he 
will fight against us in the event of a shooting World 
War, knowing that a former aid of Tito testified before 
our House Foreign Affairs Committee, April 20, 1959, 
stating that Tito had taken the weapons received in 
the United States Foreign Aid program and turned 
them over directly to the Soviet Union. 


Tito was among the international Communist lead- 
ers whom Nikita Krushchev brought to the United 
Nations last fall for his big show. Tito’s U.N. dele- 
gates always side with the international Communist 
conspiracy. Yet, in spite of this knowledege, on Sep- 
tember 28, 1960, we gave $350,000.00 to Yugoslavia 
to aid that country in its development of atomic energy, 


Two hundred thousand dollars was for a research re- 
actor and one hundred fifty thousand dollars was for 
other atomic equipment for Yugoslavia’s Boris Kidric 
Institute. Here again is just one of many examples of 
the blind futile policy of trying to buy our enemies out. 
We cannot buy the Communist conspirators away from 
their determination to enslave this land, but that is 
what short-sighted left-wing traitorous liberals who in- 
fluence this government and both our political parties 
are trying to do. 


Thanks in part to United States Foreign Aid, Yugo- 
slav agents are busy at work in the dark continent of 
Africa, undermining the position of the “hated im- 
perialist” — meaning us. Tito’s subversive agents have 
been active in Liberia, Guinea, Ghana, Nigeria, and 
other African nations, including the Congo. How stupid 
for us to pay for our own destruction. Yet, that is 
exactly what we are doing. 


Will this suicidal program of sending foreign aid 
to enemy nations diminish under Kennedy? Far from 
it. For instance, on May 7, 1961, in a speech in Chi- 
cago, Attorney-General Robert F. Kennedy announced 
that the Kennedy administration intends to step up 
economic aid to Communist Poland and also include 
“the other countries in the Soviet sphere.” What ter- 
rible thing has happened to the thought-processes of

THE DECLINE OF THE WEST : 1951-1961 


Editor’s Note: This article is a continuation of the address deliv- 


ered at Christian Crusade’s Third Annual Convention, Aug. 4-6, 1961 
and begun in the WEEKLY CRUSADER, Vol. 1, No. 41. 
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DEFENSE: THE BERLIN DILEMMA 


The map of distances, in terms of military units on 
the move, is self explanatory — 214 min. for jet fight- 
ers, a few hours for tanks and infantry. Berlin is en- 
circled by troops of the Warsaw point. The Allies 
maintain a ‘token force” of reinforced combat teams — 
appr. 4,000 men for the American segment — with just 
about the same number in “dependents,” i.e.. women 
and children. They live a “dream-life” — oblivious 
that in 1945 a whole city was looted, murder and 
rapine unleased by the Mongoloid hordes that swept 
over it. 


Documents reveal Soviet plans to attack West Ger- 
many. The East German Reds, backed, trained and 
directed by their Russian masters, in heavy Army for- 
mations, also mean business. Plans are complete in 
greatest detail to attack and take over West German 
key cities. Unlike the frightened West, these people 
play for keeps with unparalleled boldness. A fugitive 
Red Army officer seeking asylum in the West, Captain 
Malikowsky, furnishes complete documentary proof. 
He attended recent war games and maneuvers designed 
to overrun the West German city of Kiel. So sure are 
the Reds of succeeding that leaflets and proclamations 
were printed, in advance of the coming event. 


SOVIET ZONE MANIFESTO TO A 
CONQUERED WEST GERMAN CITY 


Residents of Kiel: The last pockets of resistance 
in the city have been wiped out. The City is in 
the hands of the “National People’s Army” of 
the German Democratic Republic (D.D.R.) ... 


We have come to do away with fascism and 
militarism in Germany once and for all. We 
seek the co-operation of the democratically 
minded and constructive forces of the City. 


Citizens: Don’t be influenced by agitation 
and slander. 
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Workers: Get industrial production going. 
Insure the uninterrupted supply of water, elec- 
tricity and gas. 

Shopkeepers: Help supply the needs of the 
Public. Open your shops. Don’t countenance 
profiteers and speculators. 


Employers: Take up the production of the 
necessities of life. You have the support of the 
City Commandant. 


Members of the Intelligentsia: Industry and 
trade begin with work. 


When a city like Kiel is taken over, you must re- 
call the fate of Budapest. There was a briet period 
when poorly armed citizens, boys and even children, 
seemed to control the city. Had they been properly 
armed for house to house fighting plus anti-tank equip- 
ment, it would have been very expensive for the Rus- 
sians, and an inspiration for other “freedom fighters.” 


REFUGEE EXPELLEE BRIGADES 


The general situation can be partially remedied 
by calling on the victims of Russian despotism, by 
utilizing the potential manpower within the ranks of 
millions of expellees who have a moral and physical 
grievance in the theft of their former homes. They 
are not “refugees” who escaped. They are “expellees”’ 
who have been driven out at the point of Russian bayo- 
nets. There are between 9 and 12 million “expellees” 
in Western Europe. 


The formation of “International Brigades” is not 
new. The Russians (as usual) set the pace long ago 
and furnished a working model. They recruited Com- 
munists in the United States, France, Italy and Great 
Britain to fight in the Spanish Civil War, 1936-1939. 
They were eventually defeated through the military 
genius of General Franco who has since become the 
perennial target of Socialist-Communist hatred and in- 
trigue. The American contingent, incidentally, was 
labelled “The Abraham Lincoln Brigade.” The effective 
use Russia has made of these “para-military” formations, 
in a major war, represents a lesson for the West which 
was understood by the 82nd Congress (1951) — but 
appears to have been forgotten. 


S-238. A BILL IN THE 
UNITED STATES SENATE: 1951 


Several attempts have been made in Congress over 
the years to establish such formations. 


1. 82nd Congress, Ist Session, January 6, 
1951. S-238 introduced by Senators Lodge, 
Brewster, Hickenlooper, Ives, Mundt, Hendrick- 
son, Hunt: “. . . To provide for the enlist- 
ment of aliens in the Army of the United States 
for services outside the Continental United 
States in a Volunteer Freedom Corps and for 
other purposes .. .” 
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2. The Hon. Charles J. Kersten, M.C. 
Amendment to the Mutual Security Act provid- 
ing for the formation of National Military Units, 
Section 101 (a) Public Law 165. Title 1; See- 
tion 401, ete. M.S.A. 1954 and 1956: *... Not 
to exceed $100,000,000.00 of the funds avail- 
able under this section may be expended for any 
selected persons ... either to form such persons 
into elements of the military forces supporting 
the NATO or for other purposes...” This op- 
eration, for which $100,000,000.00 was allotted, 
has not been implemented while billions of 
taxpayers’ money were spent on less useful 
projects. 


What has become of the money? I am more con- 
cerned with failure to utilize this powerful source of 
manpower. I will demonstrate presently the need for 
additional manpower for the N.A.T.O. from: Den- 
mark-Austria. Currently, there is talk about mobiliz- 
ing the American Reserve units —a time consuming 
costly process. Why pick up a conscript in Omaha and 
transport him across to West Germany when 9/12, 
000,000 expellees are already in Europe? 


U.S. CONGRESS: 
REVIEW FOREIGN POLICY 1958 


Now this has all been said before. I have said it 
before in articles and in Congressional Hearings. | 
have deliberately selected the “Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Hearings” of May 1958 to show how old the 
arguments (and the facts) really are. Every map, plate, 
table or quotation I have shown you so far, is taken 
from previous articles and/or previous Hearings. 


STATEMENT BY GENERAL WILLOUGHBY 


That brings us to our general military situation — 
not in terms of the United States alone but in terms of 
the West, as represented by NATO primarily. What 
does Khrushchev want? He wants to split or emascu- 
late the Western Alliance. He wants to stop or delay 
American nuclear weapons development. Fortunately 
we are slowly closing the “mazssile gap.” 


I must repeat here a damaging historical fact: “Had 
we been able to retain exclusive posession of the atom 
bomb, we could ignore the Russian and Chinese threat 
and their millions of cannon fodder. Conversely, when 
we lost our atomic secrets, we lost our position of initial 
strength. The current international tensions, the child- 
ish prattle about American prestige abroad, etc., are 
predicated on a shift in the balance of power that was 
made possible by the theft of an exclusive American 
invention in the “Manhattan Project,” the atom bomb, 
thru a British-Canadian spy ring directed from the Rus- 
sian Embassy in Ottawa. Incidentally, you might ponder 
on the sinister fact that the F.B.I. was not called in 
until the damage was done. 


I am going to accelerate this “catalog of disaster” 
compiled by an odd combination of knaves and fools 
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in high places. I have already covered the situation in 
Berlin. Berlin, however, is only a symbol — the focal 
point in a larger picture. 


THE SUMMIT AND THE PIT: 
EISENHOWER 1959, ETC., ETC. 


I made a deliberate reference to past Summit meet- 
ings, 1959 and 1961 — though we know that “sum- 
mits” are propaganda devices for Khrushchev and that 
the Russians have broken every diplomatic agreement 
they have signed in the last thirty years. Nevertheless, 
the situation that forced Eisenhower's hand hangs like a 
millstone around Kennedy’s neck. It is a collective re- 
sponsibility of the West — though the United States 
is heavily involved. Are 170 million Americans per- 
petually required to defend 240 million Europeans? 
The sequence of “cause and effect” is self-evident and 
is primarily the collctive responsibility of the West, 
with predominant, overriding failure of Europe to pro- 
vide “adequate strength along the front’: Denmark- 
Berlin-Switzerland. The ingredients of disaster are listed 
below. 


RELATIVE STRENGTH AT POINT OF CRISIS 


(1) Panicky Demobilization of the West, in 
1945. 


(2) While Red Russia continued to arm . 
to the teeth. 


(3) Europe failed to maintain even peace- 
time armaments. 


(4) Fatuous reliance on the “atomic de- 
terrent.” 


(5) Failure of intelligence to protect nu- 
clear secrets. 


(6) Jurisprudential softness toward Com- 
munism. 


(7) Silence on the weakening shield of 
N.A.T.O. 


With your eye on this damaging list, I invite your 
attention to item (3): ‘Europe failed to maintain even 
peacetime armaments” and item (7): conspiratorial 
“silence on the weakening N.A.T.O. ‘shield’”’, viz: 


3. Since 1948, all NATO Commanders have re- 
quested more divisions for the central European front: 
in 1950 they called for 90 divisions, they trimmed this 
figure each year although the Russian menace increased 
rather than abated; in 1958 Norstad finally settled for 
30 divisions (an aviator’s estimate) which is obviously 
not enough. The potential of a “blitzkreig” Russian in- 
vasion of central Europe cannot be shrugged off. By 
any professional standard, the discrepancy between 
Russian and NATO “ready divisions” is overwhelming 
and violates basic principles of war that are taught in 
staff colleges of every modern Army: the principles 
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of “Mass” (Russians) and ‘Objective’ (Berlin-Frank- 
furt-Paris ). 


When General Nathan B. Forrest, C.S.A. explained 
his own recipe for military victory: ". .. Git thar fust- 
est with the mostest men...” he clearly defined “Mass” 
and “Objective.” The decline of the West, like the 
story of Carthage and Rome, is traceable to a violation 
of principles that apply to diplomacy as well as War. 


MASS-OBJECTIVE: NATO & 
RED DIVISIONS MID-EUROPE 


7. Allied and Soviet satellite troops face each other 
in the critical Mid-European area. These are ready 
divisions, triggered for action — except the American 
contingent which is handicapped by women and chil- 
dren, as in Korea, representing a burden for protection 
or removal when the shooting starts. The Berlin sector, 
an enclave in Red territory, is especially vulnerable. 
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Note that the Allied divisions are dispersed: Greek 
or Italian units can hardly intervene along the Rhine. 
They will have their hands full along their own fron- 
tiers. As of 1959, the cards are heavily stacked in 
favor of the Soviets. The current ratio in strength is 
one to three against the Allies. 


The critical front (Denmark-Switzerland ) has pro- 
duced only 15 to 16 ready divisions, exclusive of the 
American contingent; this is the Eisenhower-Gruenther- 
Norstad “shield” or “trip wire.” 


This situation is one of relentless evolution. I limit 
myself to the most recent years — 1957, 1959 and 
1961. 
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ALLIED MISSILES AND FLIGHT RANGES 


1957 was a year of shattered illusions. The advent 
of Sputnik to support the USSR’s claims to advanced 
types of medium and long-range missiles marked the 
gradual shift of strategic balance in favor of the 
Kremlin. 

The Soviet lead in conventional armies, in the 
crucial Mid-European sector was well established; it 
had never been challenged. In the missile race, the 
Allies lost strategic decisions: The American Joint 
Chief of Staff (under pressure of ambition and power- 
ful air interests) gambled on the “massive deterrent by 
air” (airborne bomb delivery) while the Soviet Gen- 
eral Staff gambled on the “egually massive deterrent 
by missiles” and gained a dangerous advantage of two 
to four years — the missile gap, 1958-1962. 
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SOVIET SHORT & MID-RANGE 
MISSILES FROM CZECH SITES 


The advent of the Sputnik forced our laggard or 
prudently silent intelligence services to admit that the 
Soviets have a growing arsenal of missiles of variable 
ranges: IRBM, 1,500 miles, to the ICBM, 5,000 miles. 


The location of missile launching sites was reluct- 
antly revealed. They are principally in Soviet military 
enclaves in the former Baltic States, in Communist East 
Germany, in the Konigsberg area and in Czechoslovakia 
—the most rabidly Communistic satellite between the 
Oder and the Yalu. This Czech salient juts deeply into 
the Allied defense areas in West Germany. Red short- 
range missiles of 300 to 600 miles blanket American 
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“UNION” 


American people that could justify giving an enemy a 
loaded gun? 

Mr. Kennedy now asks for five billion dollars for 
his foreign aid program for the next fiscal year. In 
the first place, we do not have five billion dollars to 
allot to foreign aid. On July 5, Senator John J. Wil- 
liams, Republican of Delaware, told the United States 
Senate that the federal deficit has been mounting at

MID-EUROPE: COLD WAR LINE-UP 1961 


With the visual evidence of Russian power on these 
maps, is there the slightest doubt that the currently 
self-imposed weaknesses of Western Europe is a con- 
stant temptation for a Red take-over? 


The plaintive wail that a war-shattered Europe can- 
not afford to arm is not valid: China and Russia were 
equally war-shattered but they resolutely came up with 
175 and 225 Divisions respectively and on that single 
factor were able to base their brutal power-politics that 
netted them half the World since 1945. Apparently 
Europe lacks the will to fight?

To allot five billion dollars for foreign aid, to satis- 

fy Mr. Kennedy’s demands for twenty-five billion over 

five year period, as he suggests, would mean further 

evaluation of the American Dollar, pushing America 

loser to an eventual economic depression, depriving 

“our own people of relief in their taxes and building 
"up enemy nations so they can destroy us. 


Take, for instance, Mr. Kennedy’s treatment of 
Quadros in Brazil. Last October 3rd, the people of 
azil elected a Communist for president. There is no 
oubt in my mind or in that of any informed person’s 
mind that Janio Quadros is solidly in the Communist 
camp. He has refused to visit the United States since 
"being elected President, and yet in the last few days, 
"he has visited Khrushchev in Moscow. He turned down 
‘Eisenhower's invitation to visit us and turned down 
° ennedy’s invitation to attend his inauguration. He 
vhas all kinds of time to visit Communist dictators in 
ast European nations. Yet, in spite of his friendliness 
With the Soviet Union, his alliance with our enemies, 
his repudiation of our own beloved country, Mr. Ken- 
‘nedy has given General Quadros nearly one billion dol- 
lars in foreign aid since he became president of the 
United States. In an article in TIME Magazine, we 
‘tead: “Two months ago, Treasury Secretary, C. Doug- 
‘las Dillon in Brazil to present Quadros with aid of 
early one billion dollars, got a somewhat bigger hello, 
‘but was still hustled in and out of Brazil’s palace via 
he underground garage.” 


What has happened to our honor and pride 
_ that we knowingly and intentionally support a 
- nation which allies with our enemies and which 
_ stood with Fidel Castro, as opposed to us dur- 
_ ing the Cuban invasion? Yet, we give him our 
_ hard-earned tax dollars to build up his Com- 
' munist tyranny over the traditionally friendly 
_ people of Brazil. Have we no pride? Have we 
| no honor? 
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I am reminded of the words of James Forrestal be- 
for his death: “If our leaders were just making mis- 
takes, it seems occasionally they would make one in 
our favor.” 


THE CRISIS OF INTERNAL COMMUNISM 


Since Mr. Kennedy became President, he has, (1) 
quit fingerprinting Russian reporters——a minor se- 
curity assurance, but very important. (2) He has opened 
the U.S. mails to Communist magazines and publica- 
cations. At the same time he asks the American people 
to consent to the raising of postal rates because the 
postal department is operating at a deficit, he lifts the 
ban on Communist propaganda coming into the United 
States from the Soviet Union for the most part, postage 
free. 


On June 28, the Senate Internal Subcommittee 
made public the testimony of Erving Fishman, Deputy 
Collector of Customs for the port of New York. Pack- 
ages of Communist propaganda mailed to the United 
States in 1960, increased 137% over the previous year 
to a total of 14,170,529. The packages contained 
21,607,332 items, newspapers, magazines, books, pic- 
tures, posters, and other materials sent from Com- 
munist lands here to subvert the United States. Mr. 
Fishman, in a former testimony on May, 1960, before 
the House Committee on UnAmerican Activities in 
San Francisco, stated that he had yet to see a single 
piece of Communist propaganda being brought into 
the United States labeled as Communist propaganda 
in accordance with the provisions of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act. He said that this material being sent 
postage-free into the United States was directed to col- 
leges, universities, secondary schools, and to every or- 
ganization associated with these schools. 


Only a break in diplomatic relationhip with the 
Soviet Union can permanently put a stop to the flood- 
ing of the United States mails with Communist prop- 
aganda. 


Again, keep it in mind that it was President Ken- 
nedy who opened the mails to Communist publications 
after Eisenhower had slapped a ban on them. 


(4) In March of this year, Mr. Kennedy freed 
Igor Melekh, 47 year old former chief of the Russian 
section of the United Nations Language Services. Me- 
lekh was arrested in New York City last October 27, 
on a secret indictment issued by a Federal Grand Jury 
in Chicago. He was charged with conspiring against 
the United States. The government asked that the 
charges against Melekh be dismissed. There is still 
evidence that at least three thousand American GI's 
are suffering in Communist slave labor camps in Red 
China and the Soviet Union, even Siberia, and yet our 
President opens the jails and permits known Com- 
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munist conspirators to walk out scot-free. 


In July of this year, Mr. Kennedy freed Harry 
Winston, 50 year old Negro who was serving a sen- 
tence in the Federal Penitentiary for trying to over- 
throw this government by force and violence on behalf 
of Communism. President Kennedy commuted his 
sentence because of his health. Winston had gone blind 
while serving more than five years in federal prison. 


Now, what did Mr. Kennedy expect this Negro 
Communist to do? Did he expect him to turn from 
Communism to Americanism because of the act of 
charity? Any one who knows you can’t trust a Com- 
munist, should have known better. 


Harry Winston, on July 5th, called a press con- 
ference in New York City, and said, “I returned from 
prison with the unshaken conviction that the people 
of our great land, Negro and white, need a Communist 
party fighting for the union of the people for peace, 
democracy, security and socialism. I take my place in 
it again with deep pride. My sight is gone, but my 
vision remains.” 


I can imagine what is ahead for the United States. 
On the various Negro college campuses and university 
campuses across the country, Harry Winston will make 
numerous appearances in the coming months. Led to 
the platform by a student, he will stand there and de- 
nounce the United States, and use his blindness to 
draw sympathy for himself and the Communists. 


The release of Harry Winston was a mistake Mr. 
Kennedy should never have made. You can’t trust a 
Communist. You can’t buy off a Communist. No con- 
cession is great enough to change a Communist. 


In spite of such heart-breaking facts, I am glad 
to report to you that at long last the American people 
are beginning to wake up, thank God. Here and there 
are growing signs of encouragement. As one instance, 
a most encouraging bill was placed before Congress by 
Congressman John A. Pillion of Buffalo, New York, 
which was introduced on the floor of the House of 
Representatives on June 12. This resolution called for 
the Congress of the United States and our people to 
recognize the realities of the total war being waged 
against us by the international Communist conspiracy. 
This resolution recognizes the inescapable fact that 
Communism is at war with us, and it is a war to the 


death. 


In his speech, Congressman Pillion said, “. . . The 
danger is clear. It is now, today. It increases every 
hour, every day. Recent events are beginning to un- 
fold to all of the world at long last the magnitude of 
the forces seeking to destroy us. The United States 
is the principal target in this war. The process of 
Communist encirclement of the United States is ap- 
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proaching completion. Unless we immediately recog- 
nize our actual enemies and fully comprehend the 
forces that seek our destruction, we shall very soon 
reach a point of no return. Mr. Speaker, if we wish to 
remain a nation of free people, we must recognize, 
we must admit, we must understand once and for all 
time that our actual enemy is the international Com- 
munist conspiracy. 


“,.. Why is Communism winning? Why have our 
policies failed? The most appalling fact of this cen- 
tury is the failure of the free world to recognize the 
enemy as the international Communist conspiracy . . . 
the reason why the free world has suffered defeat after 
defeat is that we have been waging a unilateral peace 
while the Communists have been waging a unilateral 
war ... We have accepted the Communist pretense 
that the tensions in the world are caused by a conflict 
of national interest between legitimate governments, 
We have consequently attempted to resolve them by 
normal means of maintaining international relations 
while the Communists continue their unremitting war- 
fare against us.” 


In summary, Congressman Pillion’s resolution calls 
for recognition of the basic fact we are at war with 
international Communism and should deal with the 
Communists internationally and internally, as enemies, 


I am the first to admit that the signs of awakening 
are no larger than a man’s hand in the distance in 
America today, but I am assured by the voice of faith 
that awakening is ahead for this country. I am deter- 
mined that Communism shall not win; that we will 
yet redeem this great land of ours so that the Stars and 
Stripes may fly unhampered over a free land ruled by 
its sacred Constitution and the direct intervention of 
Almighty God. 


Let the “liberals” boast of their political potency, 
let the internationalist-minded religious apostates who 
occupy far too many pulpits, talk of their religious 
authority and power. I contend that these shall pass 
off the scene, when God through you and through me 
sends awakening and redeems this land. 


If all were lost, I would have given up the fight 
a long time ago. But, I do not fight in vain. After 13 
years of study and crusading, I confess that no longer 
am I a blind idealist, either, but I know that God is 
on the Throne and that prayer changes things and that 
informed men and women whose devotion to God and 
country exceeds their love of their own souls can yet 
save this nation from the diabolical threat of Com- 
munism. It is up to us to inform our neighbors and 
relatives of the crisis that faces our nation internally 
and internationally and propose those progressive steps 
necessary to spare this nation defeat.
